In Stormy Session,

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16 


— (/P) — Senators reversed 
themselves in a stormy ses- 
sion today and ordered hear- 
ings reopened on the ad- 
ministration's $1,450,'000,000 
foreign arms program. 


Chairman Connally (D-Tex) of 


the combined Senate foreign rela- 
tions and arms services commit- 
tees announced after a closed 
session that the groups will hear 
a half dozen witnesses. 
They 


will include Henry A. Wallace 
and Norman Thomas, both for- 
mer minority party presidential 
candidates. 


Connally said 
the 
> additional 


hearings, starting tomorrow, wil 
take about two days. 


He said he doiibts now that 


the Senate group can vote this 
week on the bill, which was 
approved 
for the full amount 


yesterday by the house foreign 
affairs committee. 
Afternoon Session 


Senators scheduled an 
after- 


noon closed session to talk over 
with Secretary of Defense John- 
son a report from Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur covering the strategic 
situation in the Japan-Korea area. 


Johnson announced that Mac- 


Arthur has declined an invitation, 
voted 13 to 12 by the Senate 
groups last Friday, to return 
home to testify on the arms plan. 


Administration acceptance had 


been forecast earlier for some of 
a series of amendments 
offered 


by 
Senators 
Vandenberg 
(K- 


Mich) and Dulles (R-NY) to the 
foreign arms program. 


Before 
The combined Senate 


foreign relations and armed ser- 
vices committee met. An admin- 
istration spokesman told a re- 
porter he thinks some compro- 
mises will have to be made in 
order to get a bill out speedily. 
Declined Comment 


Chairman Connally (D-Tex) of 


the foreign relations group talked 
the Vandenberg-Dulles proposals 
over with state department offici- 
als in a two-hour conference but 
declined any comment. 


By a vote of 14 to 5, the House 


foreign 
affairs 
committee 
last 


night approved a bill carrying the 
full total, although split between 
cash and contract authority. 


This measure contains an "an- 


ti-percenter" 
provision 
which 


would penalize anyone who has 
been a government employe dur- 
ing the last two years for ac- 
cepting a gift or payment in con- 
nection with foreign arms pro- 
curement. 
House Drive Expected 
A House drive to cut the out- 


lay is expected. Senate action on 
the measure may be delayed until 
September.

Employment 
Situation 
Looks Bright 


Tobin Reports to 
Truman; Providing 
Strikes Are Averted 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 
16—(fP)— 


•President Truman received word 
today that there are signs of a 
business pickup and the prospect 
of a million more jobs by the end 
of the year. 


The reports came from Emil 


Schram, president of the New 
York stock exchange, and sec- 
retary of Labor Tobin. Both called 
on the president at the White 
House. 


Schran 
told newsmen 
after- 


wards that there are a "number 
of encouraging signs" indicating 
the downward economic trend has 
been "changed slightly." 


He said a good many plants had 


been re-opened and had put em- 
ployes back to work. Unquestion- 
ably, he said, the country has been 
going "through a period of inven- 
tory"—the process of slimming 
down stocks on hand. 
Employment Outlook 
Tobin reported on the employ- 


ment outlook. He predicted that, 
barring a major coal or steel strike, 
there will be an increase off a mil- 
lion jobs by the year's end and a 
corresponding drop in unemploy- 
ment. 


Schran called at the White 


House primarily to leave with the 
president recommendations for a 
general revision of the federal 
tax structure. The tax proposals 
are based on a study prepared by 
Schran and the firm of Franklin 
Cole and Co., economic consul- 
tants. 


Scram said he was particularly 


interested in a revision of the 
capital gains tax and the elimina- 
tion of "double taxation" on divi- 
dends. 
Have To Help Man With Dollar 


"We do think better treatment 


should be given the investor's dol- 
lar so that money will be available 
for the expansion of industry," he 
said. "We have to help the fellow 
with the dollar to invest in indus- 
try." 


He did not indicate Mr. Tru- 


man's reaction to his tax propos- 
als, but said Mr. Truman has al- 
ways expressed himself as "want- 
ing to keep business strong." 


Tobin reported 
to President 


Truman that the employment sit- 
uation is improving steadily. 


He told reporters on leaving the 


White House: 


"It looks very much like there 


will be a decided increase in em- 
ployment during the next 
six 


months and that by the end of the 
year payrolls will be increased by 
approximately 1,000,000 persons." 


This does not take in the possi- 


bility of a major strike in coal or 
steel, he said. 
Substantial Increase 
Tobin said there would be a 


substantial increase in 
employ- 


ment and a drop in unemployment 
figures beginning about the mid- 
dle of September. 


He said he based his forecast on 


the fact that purchasing orders 
to build up depleted inventories 
already are increasing and will 
continue to accelerate. 
He also 


said 
the 
employment situation 


would be helped by many work- 
ers returning to school in the fall. 


Asked if he thought a steel and 


coal strike could be averted he 
replied he devoute 
hopes so. 


'Gone With the 
Wind' Author 
Died This A.M. 


Struck Down by 
Speeding Automobile 
Thursday Night 


ATLANTA. Aug. 16—(/P)—Mar- 


garet 
Mitchell, the 
author of 


"Gone With The Wind," died to- 
day. She was struck down by a 
speeding automobile on Peachtree 
street last Thursday night. 


Margaret Mitchell 


Miss Mitchell died at 11:59 a.m. 


(Eastern Standard Time") in Hen- 
ry Grady Memorial hospital. Doc- 
tors said she had a fractured 
skull, fracture of the pelvis, and 
other injuries. 


The hospital listed her age as 


43. 


The quiet author of the famous 


Civil War novel was hit by a car 
as she and her husband, John R. 
Marsh, an advertising executive, 
crossed the street while walking 
to a movie near her home. 


Police charged the driver of the 


car, Hugh D. Gravitt, 28, with sus- 
picion of manslaughter. Gravitt, a 
taxi driver, was off duty at the 
time and in his private car. Police 
records show he has had 23 traf- 
fic violations previously against 
him. 


Dragged Her 15 Feet 
The speeding car slammed her 


to the pavement and dragged her 
15 feet. 


Marsh, a semi-invalid as the 


result of a heart attack, held his 
wife in his arms until police and 
an ambulance arrived. She was 
carried to the hospital, and spe- 
cialists were called. 


Margaret Mitchell turned the 


Civil War tales she heard as a 
child into "Gone With The Wind,4' 
a book outsold only by the Bible. 


But, she scoffed at any idea it 


was an easy job. 


"Actually, I began writing at 


the age of six years. I worked 12 
years on 'Gone With The Wind' 
and threw away a lot of novels 
I had written before that," she 
once said. 


Miss Mitchell began her career 


as a newspaper feature writer. 


Fresh from Smith college and a 


debut as one of Atlanta's social 
set, she joined the staff of the 
journal in 1922. The next four 
years many stories in the Atlanta 
newspaper were bylined "Peggy 
Mitchell.'' 


In 1925 she married John R. 


Marsh, advertising manager of the 
Georgia Power company, and a 
year later left the newspaper field 
to become a full-time housewife. 


Then, "Gone With The Wind" 


began to take shape. But the vol- 
ume wasn't published until 1936. 
Copies Sold Quickly 
The day after it hit bookstands, 


all copies of the first edition were 
sold. 


It made the best seller list im- 


mediately and turned the bright 
light of publicity 011 the 
quiet 


little Atlanta author. 


Since then the book has sold 


some 8,000,000 copies in 40 coun- 
tries and 30 different languages. 
Today GWTW, as it is shortened 
in book circles, still sells 60,000 
copies yearly in the United States 
and probably that many overseas.

Johnson today made public the 
text of a reply from MacArthur 
in which the general said: 


"For the best reasons set forth 


in my public statement of Aug. 
llth, I believe I can serve the 
national interest bv remaining 
at my post of duty here." 
No Order to Return 
Johnson had forwarded the re- 


quest of the senate committees 
to MacArthur and Vice Admiral 
Oscar D. Badger, also wanted 
for testimony on the far eastern 
situation. 


Johnson did not order either to 


return. 


MacArthur in his reply to John- 


son said his statement of Aug. 11 
was as follows: 


"I could not help but be deeply 


appreciative of the honor reflected 
in the desire expressed by certain 
distinguished members of the U. 
S. senate that I proceed to Wash- 
ington to give my views for con- 
sideration by the congress on the 
issue of United States arms aid to 
the government of China "

step in this direction was made 
by the Boosters club in either 
1906 or 1907 with Col. L. M. 
Moiisees as the leader of 'the 
movement. Since then it has de- 
veloped into the all inclusive 
farm, program it is today. 


The method of teaching is by 


demonstration. 
It is a progrqgn 


calling for participation by the 
entire farm family and is for the 
over-all betterment of living con- 
ditions for the rural 
dweller. 


Last year the county agent's of- 
fice made 451 family visits, held 
290 meetings, had 
3038 
office 


calls, 2496 telephone calls, re- 
leased 374 news stories, gave out 
1130 Dtilletins, presented 45 4-H 
radio programs, which all in all, 
gave the two agents little time 
for individual attention to the 
2500 
iarm 
families in 
Pettis 


county. 


Vaughan stated that for the 


most part they were confronted 
with two major problems, erosion 
and 
sanitation. 
According to 


Vaughan, if there is as much ero- 
sion in Missouri for the next 
75 years as there has been in 
the past 75 years, only fifty per 
cent of the soil will be tillable. 
He further stated that poor sani- 
tation is the primary reason for 
calf mortality in our dairy herds. 


He then concluded his talk by 


showing color slides of various 
farms m Pettis county showing 
what steps are being taken to 
control erosion and to better san- 
itation.

A rebuilding and remodeling 


program for the E. W. Thomp- 
son Motor Co., Fourth street and 
Osage avenue, will get underway 
this afternoon, according to E. W.

Plans call for elab- 
orate office space on the second 
floor, with private offices and a 
sales meeting room. • It has not 
been decided as to whether this 
construction will be done at this 
time or later. 


The construction is to be done 


byithe Cramer and Schrader Con- 
struction Co., the same company 
which built the building on Ken- 
tucky avenue. 


As soon as the two buildings 


are completed, so a shift can be 
made in the service department 
and other departments, the build- 
ing on Osage avenue will under- 
go a complete "face lifting" and 
remodeling to conform with the 
other buildings. 
Well Equipped 
When the construction and re- 


modeling has been completed the 
motor company will have 80 me- 
chanic stalls, and the service de- 
partment will be so arranged that 
more than 100 cars can be ser- 
viced and worked on. There will 
be several modern wash racks, 
grease racks, and included in the 
plan is a section with showers and 
wash rooms for the employees, 
along with locker space for their 
clothing. 


The front or Osage avenue build- 


ing will continue as the show, or 
display room for the Chevrolet 
and Buick automobiles. 
It will 


also house the office, parts and 
sales rooms. 


The building on the north side 


of Fourth street will house the 
Chevrolet trucks and used car 
business, and the lot facing on 
Fourth will be used for the trucks 
and used cars.

appeal for approval of the plans, 
Hoey would not discuss the White 
House conference.

senators at the meeting were 
Sparkman and Hill of Alabama, 
Fulbright of Arkansas, Johnson 
of Texas and Maybank of South 
Carolina.

Senate rested on whether

Democracy Seems to be Making 
Appearance in Germany 


By Dewitt MacKenzie 
AP Foreign Affairs Analyst 


The parliamentary elections in the American, 


British and French zones of western Germany 
constitute a rebirth of that militarily defeated 
and partially dismembered (but far from des- 
pairing) nation. 


The election of the 402-member federal par- 


liament has resulted in a heavy defeat for 
Communism. 
It has paved the way for a 


conservative government if the parties of the 
right form, a coalition. 
These are the parties 


that believe in free enterprise as opposed to 
socialistic nationalization and paternalism. 


The new Germany is, of course, still deprived 


of the eastern portion which is occupied by 
Russia. There is no indication as to when, if 
ever, the Russian zone may be united to the 
western state. 
Gone from the Reich* also are 


all its former holdings east of the Oder and 
western Neisse rivers, which have been ab- 
sorbed by Poland and Russia. 
A Dynamic People 
However, I believe we are witnessing the 


revival of Germany as a power in continental 
Europe. She was the politico-economic keystone 
of central Europe before the last war. 
She 


bids fair to be so again, for the Germans are 
a dynamic people. 


This prospect has, of course, been causing 


anxiety among the nations which have suffered 
so grievously from German aggression. 
It is 


agreed among the allies that the Reich must 
be kept militarily ham-strung to prevent any 
recurrence. 
Still allied statesmen are taking 


cognizance of the fact that the first world war 
was launched by the autocracy over which the 
kaiser presided and that World War II was 
decreed by Hitler. Both wars were the pro- 
duct of distatorship. 
The allies hope that a 


new and democratic German government will 
hew to the ways of peace, and that the bitter- 
ness of many Germans over their defeat will 
disappear. 


The Trend 
An indication of the trend is seen in the 


move to take Germany a member of the new 
12-nation council of Europe which now is 
meeting in Strasbourg. The council is a step 
towards the goal projected by prominent Euro- 
pean statesmen, namely: A united Europe with 
member nations eventually erasing geographical 
boundaries and other existing barriers, some- 
thing on the order of the United States. 


Britain's famous war-time prime minister, 


Winston Churchill, is said to be one of the 
leading exponents of German membership in 
the council, and intimates expect him to throw 
his great personal influence behind the drive. 
Still, much opposition is anticipated, especially 
from the British and French governments. 


Democracy Arriving 
The remarkable 
thing 
about all this, of 


course, is that Germany should be considered 
at all for such a position, as well as a place 
in the Marshall plan, in view of her transgres"- 
sions. 


In any event, the new German government 


will represent the voice of the people to an 
extent never before known in the Reich. As 
the signs read the days of autocracy and dic- 
tatorship in Germany are gone. 
Prussianism, 


which was so heavily responsible for past ag- 
gression, has suffered a death blow. 


Democracy would seem to be arriving in 


Germany.

The Doctor Says 
Discovery of Vaccination Has 
Prevented Millions of Deaths

Smallpox 
now is fortunately 


rare in civilized countries. The 
fight against this horrible disease 
took a new turn in 1718 when 
Lady Mary Wortley Montagu in- 
troduced into England the practice 
of inoculation. 


This was simply taking material 


from a pock or pustule of a person 
suffering with the disease and 
scratching it on the skin of a per- 
son (usually a child) who had 
never had smallpox. 


This produced the disease in the 


inoculated person, but it was usu- 
ally less severe and caused less 
scarring than if the disease had 
been caught in the usual way. 
Jenner's Experiment 


The greatest discovery came 


about 1796 when Edward Jen- 
ner, a country practitioner and son 
of a clergyman, in Gloucestershire, 
England, made his famous experi- 
ments on a boy, James Phipps. 


Jenner noticed that the milk- 


maids did not seem to get small- 
pox even when almost all others in 
the community came down with 
the disease. He observed that 
most of the milkmaids had small 
scars on their hands as a result of 
a mild disease present on the ud- 
ders of cows, called C9wpox. 


With pus taken from a pustule 


on the hand of a cowpox-infected 
milkmaid, Jenner i n o c u l a a t e d 
James Phills. This boy developed 
the usual changes of the 
skin 


which is characteristic of what 
we now call vaccination. Six 
weeks later Jenner 
inoculated 


young James with pus from a 
patient with small pox and sat 


down to wait. 
The vaccination 


had "taken" and the boy proved 
resistant to smallpox. It was in 
this way that modern vaccination 
was born. 


Since Jenner's classic experi- 


ment, vaccination has proved its 
worth thousands of times and has 
prevented millions of deaths. Even 
today if a community has too many 
persons in it who have not been 
vaccinated recently, there is dan- 
ger of outbreaks of this terrible 
disease of smallpox.
